giant Russian icebreaker Krassin 
today rescued Capt. Alberto M ar­ 
iano and Capt. Filippo Zappi, of 
the dirigible Italia. 
The third man of the group of 
three who had left the dirigible 
Ita lia ice camp 43 
days—Finn 
Malmgren, Swedish 
meteorolo­ 
gist, was found dead. He 
had 
died a month ago. 
Malmgren, the rescued explor­ 
ers said, died near Brok Island. 
Zappi and Mariano had been 
without food for thirteen 
days 
when they were found. 
Their condition was 
surpris­ 
ingly good as compared 
with 
th a t of the men they left a t the 
Ita lia ice camp, who are despon­ 
dent, ill, and unable to eat the 
limited rations they have. 
News of the rescue, 
effected 
a fter nearly a month of an a l­ 
most foot-by-foot struggle by the 
big K rassin—the Leviathan 
of 
tiie Polar S e a s — through jammed 
ice since she left Leingrad, Rus­ 
sia, June 15, was wirelessed from 
the Krassin shortly before 1 p. 
m. today. 
Zappi and M ariano were half 
frozen, and exahusted from sta r­ 
vation. One of

legs 
was hopelessly frostbitten.

The recent death of this offic- | 
ial has necessitated the appoint- 
ment of a successor so that the 
quaint old custom of calling out 
the night hours in th a t 
‘‘pre­ 
cinct," with which is associated i 
so many interesting 
traditions,i 
may be preserved. 
Ely-place is now mostly 
the 
home of caretakers, . who 
are 
proud of the fa ct th a t they are 
independent of police protection. 
They are always 
guarded 
by 
three porters, who take 
eight- 
hour duties. 
It was once the London home 
of the Bishops of 
Ely, 
and 
formed part of the county 
ol 
Cambridgeshire. The City police 
had no authority in its confines, 
and even today the police, 
for 
ordinary purposes, have no au­ 
thority there unless they 
are 
summoned by th a t high 
digni­ 
tary, the senior beadle. 
Until 1906 the residents there 
cculd not vote in the City 
of 
London. They 
recorded 
their 
franchise in Cambridgeshire. 
In the old days, too, Ely-place, 
j carefully guarded by the Eccles­ 
iastical Commissioners, was a re­ 
fuge for law-breakers, a 
place 
where the civil authorities 
had 
no right of arrest. But the time 
came when the property passed 
from the bishops to the Crown, 
and nowadays the beadle is ap­ 
pointed by the Crown. He

COURTESY IN TRAFIC PARKING 
W hile the city council com m ittee is ponder­ 
ing over the solution to the parking and other 
traffic regulations in Rushville, it m ight b e offer­ 
ed as a suggestion tha t the aspect of courtesy on 
the p ^ rt of the m otorists can do more in solving 
tha t question tha n any other thing. 
If eVery m otorist would unite in working out 
the parking 
prob lem s, no drastic 
m easures 
would b e required and no hardships endured b y 
anyone. 
We should b e a com m ittee of one to 
solve and regulate the traffic condition. 
There is nothing in m otoring tha t deserves 
m ore atten tion , as the prob lem to w hich it re ­ 
lates b ecomes m ore complex, tha n tha t of p ark ­ 
ing in such a way as to conserve the greatest 
am ount of space. 
Slovenly 
parking is a m ark of 
selfishness 
tha t is getting to b e m ore and m ore em phatic 
as the m otor car comes into greater and great­ 
er use. 
There is little excuse for it under m any 
circum stances. 
It m ay take m ore tim e to drive 
into a space in such a way as to use no more of 
it tha n is ab solutely necessary, b ut certainly it is 
tim e well spent. 
The parking-hog is b ecoming 
even m ore com m on tha n the road-hog, and is 
equally as great a nuisance. 
In Rushville, and the sam e is true in every 
com m unity, there is room for 
im provem ent in 
parking courtesy, and*if every auto driver re ­ 
spected the rights of others, there would b e no 
dem and now for a regulation of doub le parking,, 
and other sim ilar rules. 
Rushville is not the only city w here traffic 
prob lem s, and especially doub le parking, is an 
issue. 
The council in Newcastle is m eeting w ith 
the sam e controversy tha t exists here, and they 
have yet b een unab le to solve the question. The 
following editorial from the Newcastle Courier, 
is in direct line w ith conditions tha t exist here: 
“The city 
council, over a m onth 
ago, dis­ 
cussed the traffic prob lem s of the city. 
At tha t 
m eeting it was decided to draw up an ordinance 
covering all traffic rules for the city. At the next 
session of the 
council an 
announcem ent 
was 
m ade tha t no action had jc t_ b een .taken tow ard 
draw ing up the ordinance b ut 
tha t the safety ; 
com m ittee would get together w ith the city a t ­ 
torney on the matACr. 
At the last m eeting of 
the city b ody no m ention was m ade regarding 
the ordinance or the traffic situation. 
“It is high tim e tha t action is taken. R ather 
tha n b ecom ing b etter, doub le parking in the b us­ 
iness district is m ore prevalent tha n ever. 
The 
m ajority of the m otorists plan to. park as they 
like as long as they are perm itted to do so. S a t­ 
urday afternoon. Broad street was alm ost im ­ 
passab le. 
M achines were lined two ab reast on 
b oth sides of the thoroughfare. 
If a fire truck 
had started down the street it would have b en 
necessary to move a num b er of cars b efore it 
could pass through. 
“The longer the m atter is delayed the more* 
serious it will b ecome. 
“It has b een suggested b y the council tha t 
the parking of autom ob iles in the b usiness dis­ 
trict b e lim ited during b usiness hours. 
W hether 
this is done or not, im m ediate action should b e 
tak en tow ard elim inating the doub le parking.”

RUSSIAN SEVERITY 
Five Russian 
engineers, 
found guilty 
and 
sentenced to death for conspiracy in the Donetz 
Basin mines, were executed Tuesday m orning in 
Moscow. 
They were executed b y a firing squad. 


These five m en were said to b e leaders in the 
conspiracy m ovem ent tha t 
resulted in 50 odd 
m en b eing tried. Several G erm an engineers were 
arrested in connection w ith the m ovem ent and 
for a tim e intern ation al relations were affected 
b y the arrests. 
None of the G erm ans, however, 
received long sentences and one was acquitted. 


Eleven 
m en originally were 
sentenced to 
death for the 
conspiracy b ut six 
pleaded for 
clem ency and their sentences were com m uted to 
ten years im prisonm ent. 
The m en had b een a t work in the 
Donetz 
m ining region. 
They were charged w ith delib ­ 
erately trying to cripple the 
m ines so tha t 
it 
would look as if m ines could not b e operated un ­ 
der the com m unistic regime. 
T heir trial, a E u­ 
ropean sensation, lasted for weeks. 
Com m unism is struggling for its life — has 
b een ever since 
the 
R ussian' revolution took 
place. 
In such a tim e it is useless to look for 
clem ency. 
Tne sentences are shocking in their 
severity, b ut the severity is n atural. In the eyes 
of the com m unists, the m iners were guilty of a i 
form of treason. 
Communism, come w hat may, * 
is determ ined to survive. 
The R ussian who in ­ 
terferes w ith it, 
evidently, does 
so a t his own 
risk.

Malmgren, Swedish meteorolo- 
gist, was found dead. He 
had 


died a month ago. 


Malmgren, the rescued explor- 


ers said, died near Brok Island. 


Zappi and Mariano had been 


•without food for thirteen 
days 


when they were found. • 


Their condition was surpris- 


ingly good as compared' 
with 


that of the men they left at the 
Italia ice camp, who are despon- 
dent, ill, and unable to eat the 
limited rations they have. 


News of the rescue, 
effected 


after nearly a month of an al- 
most foot-by-foot struggle by the 
big Krassin—the Leviathan of 
the Polar Seas—through jammed 
ice since she left Leingrad. Rus- 
sia, June 15, was wirelessed from 
the Krassin shortly before 1 p. 
m. today. 


Zappi and Mariano were half 


frozen, and exahusted from star- 
vation. One of Mariano's legs 
was hopelessly frostbitten.

the party Tuesday night,

Indeed It Has 


London, ' July

City of London retains many of 
its old customs and institutions. 
One of the most curious, per- 
haps, is that of senior beadle of 
Ely-place. 


The- recent death 01 this offic- 


ial has necessitated the appoint- 
ment of a successor so that the 
quaint old custom of calling out 
the night hours in that -pre- 
cinct," with which is associated 
so many interesting traditions, 
may be preserved. 


Ely-place is now mostly 
the 


home of caretakers. . who 
are 


proud of the fact that they are 
independent of police protection. 
They are always 
guarded 
by 


three porters, who take 
eight- 


hour duties. 


It was once the London home 


of the Bishops of 
Ely, 
and 


formed part of the county 
ol 


Cambridgeshire. The City police 
had no authority in its confines, 
and even today the police, for 
ordinary purposes, have no au- 
thority there unless they 
are 


summoned by that high digni- 
tary, the senior beadle. 


Until 1906 the residents there 


could not vote in the City 
of 


London. They 
recorded their 


franchise in Cambridgeshire. 


In the old days, too, Ely-place, 


carefully guarded by the Eccles- 
iastical Commissioners, was a re- 
fuge for law-breakers, a 
place 


where the civil authorities had 
no right of arrest. But the time 
came when the property passed 
from the bishops to the Crown, 
and nowadays the beadle is ap- 
pointed by the Crown. He still 
wear's, on special occasions, his 
livery and gold-laced hat, and 
after 10 p. m., the hours 
are 


called out as in the days of long 
ago. 


There are many beadles in the 


City, but most of them are al- 
dermen's beadles. Their duties 
are confined to the city wards,

COURTESY IN TRAFIC PARKING 


While the city council committee is ponder- 


ing over the solution to the parking and other 
traffic regulations in Rushville, it might be offer- 
ed as a suggestion that the aspect of courtesy on 
the part of the motorists can do more in solving 
that question than any other thing. 


If every motorist would unite in working out 


the parking problems, no drastic 
measures 


would be required and no hardships endured by 
anyone. We should be a committee of one to 
BDive^-and regulate the traffic i^nditien. 


There is nothing in motoring that deserves 


more attention, as the problem to which it re- 
lates becomes more complex, than that of park- 
ing in such a way as to conserve the greatest 
amount of space. 


Slovenly parking is a mark of selfishness 


that is getting to be more and more emphatic 
as the motor car comes into greater and great- 
er use. There is little excuse for it under many 
circumstances. 
It may take more time to drive 


into a space in such a way as to use no more of 
it'than is absolutely necessary, but certainly it is 
time well spent. 
The parking-hog is becoming 


even more common than the road-hog, and is 
equally as great a nuisance. 


In Rushville, and the same is true in every 


community, there is room for improvement in 
parking courtesy, and'if every auto driver re- 
spected the rights of others, there would be no 
demand now for a regulation of double parking, 
and other similar rules. 


Rushville is not the only city where traffic 


problems, and especially double parking, is an 
issue. The council in Newcastle is meeting with 
the same controversy that exists here, and they 
have yet been unable to solve the question. The 
following editorial from the Newcastle Courier, 
is in direct line with conditions that exist here: 


"The city council, over a month ago, dis- 


cussed the traffic problems of the city. At that 
meeting it was decided to draw up an ordinance 
covering all traffic rules for the city. At the next 
session of the council an announcement was 
made that no action had yct_been .taken toward 
drawing up the ordinance but that the. safety 
Committee would get together -with the city at-' 
torriey on the>niat>ter. 'I.'Ai'-the last meeting*'of 
the city body no mention was made regarding 
the ordinance or the traffic situation. 


"It is high time that action is taken. Rather 


than becoming better, double parking in the bus- 
iness district is more prevalent than ever. The 
majority of the motorists plan to. park as they 
like as long as they are permitted to do so. Sat- 
urday afternoon, Broad street was almost im- 
passable. Machines were lined two abreast on 
both sides of the thoroughfare. 
If a fire truck 


had started down the street it would have ben 
necessary to move a number of cars before it 
could pass through. 


"The longer the matter is delayed the more1 


serious it will become. 


"It has been suggested by the council that 


the parking of automobiles in the business dis- 
trict be limited during business hours. Whether 
this is done or not, immediate action should be 
taken toward eliminating the double parking."' 


WHO WANTS TO GO BACKWARD? 


People who mourn for what they call "the 


good old days" are a silly lot. Who wants to go 
backward? To desire to return to the past is to 
admit that the sap has ceased to run. 


The London of today is the most fascinating 


of all places for a student of history, 
its old 


buildings suggest romance and remind one of 
daring deeds. 


But who of us would care to go back to the 


days when those old buildings were new? Back 
in the seventeenth century, or thereabouts — if 
we are to take the word of John Ridd in Black- 
more's "Lorna Doone" — "The lanes and fields, 
"between. (Sharing Cross and the village of Ken- 
sington, are, or were at that time, infested with 
footpads and highwaymen." 


At that time, in the country districts of Eng- 


land, wheeled vehicles were unknown. The roads 
were so bad the people either went horseback or 
in sleds which could be jerked along over rough 
places. 
When a« -occasional wheeled vehicle 


made its appearance in a community, its owner 
was looked upon o.s an introducer of a danger- 
ous, possibly a sinful, innovation. 


And think how uncomfortable the palaces of 


the nobles were at that time! Would any sane 
man trade his comfortable central-heated home 
of today for a castle through which the biting 
winds swept, hindered a wee bit here and there 
by tapestries, but never harmed much by 
the 


fires on the hearths? 


Who wants to go back to the good old days? 


RUSSIAN SEVERITV 


Five Russian engineers, found guilty and 


sentenced to death for conspiracy in the Donetz 
Basin mines, were executed Tuesday morning in 
Moscow. They were executed by a firing squad. 


These five men were said to be leaders hi the 


conspiracy movement that resulted in 5Q odd 
men being tried. Several German engineers were 
arrested in connection with the movement and 
for a time international relations were affected 
by the arrests. None of the Germans, however, 
received long sentences and one was acquitted. 


Eleven men originally were sentenced to 


death for the conspiracy but six pleaded for 
clemency and their sentences were commuted to 
ten years imprisonment. 


The men had been at work in tlie Donetz 


mining region. 
They were charged with delib- 


erately trying to cripple the mines so that it 
would look as if mines could not be operated un- 
der the communistic regime. Their .trial, a Eu- 
xopeaii sensation, lasted for weeks. 


Communism is struggling for its life — has 


been ever since the Russian' revolution' 'took 
place. 
In such a time it is useless to look for 


clemency. The sentences are shocking in their 
severity, but the severity is natural. In the eyes 
of the communists, the miners were guilty of a 
form of treason. Communism, come what may, 
is determined to survive. The Russian who in- 
terferes with it, evidently, does so at his own 
risk.

TRAFFIC EXPERIMENTS 


(Indianapolis News.) 


After 'a careful study of traffic 


problems, the New Jersey traffic 
com'rnission'has submitted a bill 
to be presented to the state le- 
gislature next week. If it passes 
traffic regulations will be made 
uniform throughout the state. 
The measure provides for 
a 


maximum speed of twenty miles 
an hour in the business and re- 
sidential sections, ten miles an 
hour in school districts and for- 
ty miles in the country. Higher 
speeds subject the drivers to a 
fine of not more than $100, to 
which may be added thirty days 
in jail. For subsequent 
offenses 


the fine and punishment 
may 


be doubled. Any garage owner 
who fails to report to the police 
knowledge of a car that has bul- 
let . marks or other 
indications 
that its 'driver violated the law 
may be fined $50. .An Atlantic 
City dispatch says of the pro- 
posed, code:

- The new ruling will make it 
prohibitory for a pedestrian to

The clever housewife is always 


finding new ways of using every- 
day commodities. Soap and wat-

ways than most of us realize. An 
acquaintance of ours has

cently been in quarantine with 
her children and one of the ju- 
venile diseases and when 
the 


period of quarantine was at an 
ed she had a veritable orgy of 
washing. Four or five pairs of 
shoes she washed with perfectly 
satisfactory results and now she 
says she is going to wash shoes 
when they become grimey. She 
made a strong suds in a basin of 
quite warm water and put the 
shoes one by one into this bath, 
washing them inside and out by 
means of a cloth rubbed 
with 


soap. 


,Then she dipped them in a ba- 


sin of clear warm water and im- 
mediately put them in the air 
to dry. She did this to canvass 
shops with rubber soles as well 
as to leather shoes— apparently 
with no bad results. After the 
leather shoes were 
thoroughly 


dried and sunned she 
polished 


thorn and they showed no bad 
effects. 


Certainly we would not advise 


washing fp.ncy leather shoes, but 
shoes that have lost their fresh- 
ness and really need 
thorough 


cleansing may well be cleaned 
in this way. SoVes of shoes may 
be washed freciuently. This may 
be done by rubbing them 
first 


with a cloth well wet with soapy 
water and then rubbed with a 
cloth wrung from clear water.

In the course of time he became 
a railroad train dispatcher here,

office. 


A couple of years ago 
New 


Martinsville got the thrill of its 
life. Gloria Swanson came here
